The prior art does not disclose or render obvious 
the combination as claimed specifically including an apparatus for regulating pressure 
applied during a medical procedure having a pressure-operated valve having a selector 
member and discrete thresholds setting features being manually selectable by a user 
manually contacting the selector member and moving the selector member relative to 
the discrete threshold setting features to select a discrete, pre-set threshold pressure 
level from a plurality of discrete pre-set threshold pressure levels, and wherein threshold 
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pressure levels intermediate of two of any of said discrete, pre-set threshold pressure 
levels cannot be selected in combination with the other elements of the claim.
